Rabies Threat 


Dr. McVicker of Des- 
eronto is at present treating 
two women, one from the east 
end of town, and one from the 
west end. Both were recently 
bitten by squirrels within the 
town limits. 

The lady from the east 
end was bitten last week, and 
had to undergo a series of 14 
painful injections of rabies 
serum. The injections have 
to be given every day for a 
period of fourteen days, and 
the injections must be made 
right through the body wall, 

a most uncomfortable experience. 
This woman was bitten by a 
red squirrel. 

On Tuesday, Sept 4, 

a second lady was bitten; this 
time by a black squirrel at the 
west end of town. She was 
going out of her house when the 
animal jumped at her and bit 
her in the arm and the leg. 


She will need a series 
of 25 shots; two per day for 
seven days, then one per day 
after that. 

Dr. McVicker wishes to 
issue o serious warning to all 
residents of Deseronto, to 
watch out for squirrels, which 
are common in town, and 
which are notorious for being 
rabies carriers. No one needs 
to be told that rabies is an 
extremely dangerous disease, 
fatal to man, but most people 
do not realize how unpleasant 
the treatment for bites can be. 

Dr. McVicker's advice 
is to avoid all squirrels, and 
to report any that seem to be 
behaving in an unusual manner. 
Children should also be warned 
of the danger, and be made 
aware of the fact that many 
small animals can carry the 
disease, including bats, mice

The sewer service charged on the water accounts since the comm- 
encement of the sewer system have been based on a 280% surcharge 
on the annual flat rate water bill; this amounted to $155.40 per year 
or $25.90 bi-monthly. The NEW REDUCED SURCHARGE effective 
‘on July Ist, 1973 is on a 145% basis, which is $80.48 per year or 
$13.41 bi-monthly. 

This is an annual reduction of $74.92 on the surcharge. 


"A" Those residents whose last water bill was dated July Ist, 1973 
(for service in July & August) will be given a credit for $12.49 on 

their next bill dated Sept. Ist/73 to cover this retro-active adjust- 

ment. (they will pay the Balance shown (92¢) 


"B" Those residents whose last water bill was dated Aug. Ist, 1973 
(for service in August & Sept.) will be given a credit for $18.74 on 
their next bill datéd Oct. 1st/73 to cover this retro-active adjust- 
ment, a credit balance will be shown (-$5.33 Cr.) on your account 
and since the PUC sewer accounting system is not geared to refund 
cash or apply the balance to the Water or Electric accounts, you 
will have to wait until the Dec. 1st/73 water bill when this credit 
balance will be deducted and you will only have to pay $8.08 for 
sewer service for Dec. & Jan.

What Council Did 


A regular council meeting 
was held Monday evening, at 
7:30 p.m., September 16. 
Mayor James Sharpe was in 
the Chair, all councillors 
were present.

to pay ot the rate of $808.92 per 
yeor. Mayor Sharpe suggested 
that the town pay off the debt in 
three years and thus save money, 
and from then on pay cash for 
any new street lighting. After

The Mohawk fair 


The 73rd annual Mohawk 
Fair, held on Tyendinaga Reserve 
last Saturday, drew even bigger 
crowds this year. Officials 
estimated that by the end of 
the day, more than 2,700 adults 
had paid for admission to the 
fair grounds, bringing with 
them large numbers of children 
who went into the fair free of 
charge. 

The Mohawk Fair is 
noticeably different from the 
usual rural fair. Only one 
mid-way type ride was available, 
unlike the usual situation. 

Food booths are under the 
control of the Band Council, 
with the result that the quality 
of food served is much better 
than that normally available 
in a fair ground. 

In addition to these 
differences, the parade of 
Council members, officials 
and children, dressed in buck 
skin Indian costumes , marching 
to the music of the Canadian 
Forces Base, Trenton Band, 
must be pretty unique. 

Several displays of 
native dancing and music 
drew large crowds; Lourie 
Claus was present again this 
year, playing his drum to 
provide the rhythm for his 
troupe of native dancers, 
which has performed widely 


in North America, andis + 
also known in Europe. 

The judging events were 
more typical of country fairs. 
The best baby contest, for 
babies of Mohawk extraction 
was won by Jennifer, five- 
month old daughter of Gene 
Hill of Rochester. Dr. D.C. 
MeVicker of Deseronto was 
the official judge of the baby 
contest, but he took the 
opinions of the crowd into 
consideration in making his 
choice. 

In the livestock section” 
Walter Maracle of Shannon- 
ville won the beef cattle 
class, and Clifford Maracle 
and William J, Brant both did 
well in the dairy entries. 

Eileen Green, Audrey 
Maracle and Muriel Brant won 
top honours for canning, baking 
and quilting, and Eva Maracle 
for sewing. 

Kevin Doupe won both 
pony races, Roderick Knott 
carried off the White and Morris 
Trophy for the under 21 one 
mile run; the prize for the 
person who had travelled 
farthest to attend the fair 
went to Barbela Schneider of 
Germany.
